Constable Kesavan Nair was detailed along with two 
-other Constables to arrest Ouseph Varkcy alias Kochu who 
had jumped bail and was hiding in an out of the way place 
in Kannimala. Constable Nair and the other two Constables 
along with two persons who had stood surety for Kochu 
reached the vicinity of the hide-out at about 8.30 p.m. on 
2nd March 1962 and lay in wait for Kochu. At about 9.00 
p.m. Kochu arrived along with three of his friends. He 
was then arrested and was being led ’away by one of the 
Constables when he pushed him into a pit, drew a dagger 
and attempted to stab him. One of the sureties intervened 
but Kochu stabbed him and tried to escape. At this 
Constable Nair tried to rearrest Kochu but Kochu stabbed 
him in the abdomen, on the hand and in the back in quick 
succession, inflicting severe injuries, Undeterred by his 
wounds Constable Nair tenaciously clung to the culprit and, 
■despite a desperate bid by his friends to free him, managed 
to arrest Kochu, tied his hands and ultimately succeeded in 
escorting him to Estate Road over a difficult track. Constable 
Nair was then rushed to Kottayam district Hospital where 
despite medical aid, he succumbed to his injuries. 

Constable Nair displayed commendable courage and devo- 
tion to duty of a high order in the performance of which 
he laid down his life. 

2, This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 2nd March 1962.
